Drive Carefully Over Easter Holidays 


RETURN “TRIP IS SAFER 
AT EASTER 


More-people are killed and in- 
iz on their way to holiday 
‘esorts at Easter than on the 
return journeys, 






This fact emerges from an 
analysis of Easter holiday road 
accidents conducted by the Aus- 
tralian Road Safety Council. 


The findings agree with over- 
seas investigations into the holi- 
day road toll. 


The Australian Road Safety 
Council believes that publicity 
given to road fatalities at the 
commencement of the holiday 
period had ‘a sobering effect on 
metorists, so reducing road acci- 
dents towards the end of the 
holiday period. 


Last year 56 people were re- 
ported killed and over 1000 were 
injured on Australian roads dur- 
ing the six day period commenc- 
ing from midnight on the Tues- 
day prior to Easter and conclud- 
ing at midnight on Easter Mon- 
day, 


The spokesman said’ that al- 
though the holiday period this 
Easter was likely to be length- 
ened for many people due to the 
Wednesday Anzac Dey holiday, 
the six day period would be 
maintained for comparison pure 
poses. 


FOLLOW TREND 


The Australian Road Safety 
Council expected, he said, that 
accidents would follow the trend 
shown jast Christmas when the 
jonger holiday break spread’ 
traffic movements and reduced 
the number of deaths’ by com- 
parison with previous years.
